INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—Another 
attempt to shift Indiana’s tang led 
time problem to the federal g ov­ 
ernment was made today in the 
Indiana House.

“People in my county have told 
me,” McFadden said, “that while 
they have their own preference as 
to what time should be used the 
main thing they want is to have 
everyone on the same time.” 
A similar resolution submitted 
last week by Rep. Jean R. La- 
Grang e (D-La Porte) also called 
on the ICC to solve the Hoosier 
time situation but didn’t ask for 
any public hearing s. 
Democrats in the House expect­ 
ed to have most of their labor pro­ 
g ram passed by midweek and sent 
to the Senate, where Democrats 
so far have been unable to g et 
the Senate version of the key rig ht- 
to-work repealer out of committee.

Of labor-sav in g dev ices. 
# At the same time he raised wages, thu s 
spikin g the in sidiou s in sin u ation that man ­ 
agemen t an d the con su mers were profitin g 
at the ex pen se of labor. Two world wars 
came alon g to dislocate the econ omy to 
the ex ten t that the n ormal process was 
practically n u llified.

Sen . Barry Goldwater of Arizon a had his own idea.
